| three-year-old Marc de Tristan, Jr., 
with William Mattson of Tacoma, 


Wash., who, four years ago, saw his 
younger brother carried away to 
be killed by a kidnaper. 


G-Men brought Mattson, now 20, 
here by airplane from his college 
fraternity house at Seattle. He 
viewed Muhlenbroich at the FBI 
office here and on leaving there at 
midnight, declined to say whether 
he had identified the hawk-nosed 
German alien as his brother’s kid- 
naper. 

“Tll have to wait until the FBI 
approves my commenting,” he said. 

From Muhlenbroich’s acquaint- 
ances here, who had known him as 
an “honest” barber, fluent in four 
languages and a Nazi sympathizer, 
federal agents found several simi- 
larities between the Tristan baby 
kidnaper and their conception of 
the Mattson kidnaper, for whom 
they have searched relentiessly for 
four years, questioning some 25,- 
000 suspects.

Winter Cover Crop 


Louis R. Enzler, chairman of the 
El Dorado County Agricultural Con- 
servation Association, directs the at- 
tention of the fruit farmers of the 
county the importance of planting 
a winter cover crop in the orchards. 

Enzler stated the best way to get 
a good stand is to plant the cover 
crop soon after the last irrigation 
water has been applied in the fall, 
and the soil is still moist enough to 
sprout the seed. 

In past years, good crops have 
been grown by broadcasting the 
seed and then only disking the seed 
under. This leaves the ground fair- 
ly rough, and where there has been 
a good growth of summer grass, 
will tend to prevent erosion should 


| there be a heavy rain before the 


crop is well established. 

The operator should take the pre- 
caution, while disking in the seed, 
to run the tractor through the rows 
which run as nearly level as pos- 
sible. Twice or three times through 
a row depending on the width of 
the disk should be sufficient. 

Where there is a heavy summer 
grass growth, and the operator feels 
it is necessary to go two ways, al-

Under normal conditions, 40 
of common Vetch or 20 
pounds of hairy Vetch per acre 
should produce a good stand. 

It is advisable to plant oats or 
barley with the vetch, in which case 
the amount of vetch can be reduc- 
ed 50 per cent providing at least 
30 pounds of oats or. barley are ad- 
ded. Rye can also be used with 
vetch at the rate of 20 pounds per 
acre. 

For this practice, the operator can 
earn a payment of $1.50 per acre, 
providing there is a sufficient stand 
to qualify for payment. An addi- 
tional payment of 50 cents per acre 
for turning under such a planted 
crop has been recommended by the 
state commission and, it is believ- 
ed, the recommendation will be ap- 
proved by the Washington office. 

Application of superphosphate to 
this crop can also qualify for pay- 
ment under the Agricultural Con- 
servation Program. This payment 
amounts to about $11.25 per ton. The 
Extension Service recommends an 
application of at least 300 pounds 
per acre. This application will help 
insure a good stand. Farmers: are 
requested to save their purchase 
receipts for superphosphate and turn 
them in to the local office with their 
request for payment.

To the far-sighted statesmanship 
of, thesatwo Republican leaders now 
can go'much of the credit for the 
legislation setting in motion the long 
delayed national defense machinery. 
Had Congress adjourned in June 
when Mr. Roosevelt wanted to get 
rid of the legislators, there would 
have been a further delay of months 
in getting national defense prepara- 
tions going and the country would be 
in a far more difficult situation. 
For since that time Congress has 
enacted most of the legislation au- 
thorizing and appropriating money 
for the war ships, tanks, guns, and 
airplanes which Mr. Roosevelt now 
boasts are ‘‘on order.’’ In addition 
Congress enacted the Conscription 
Act and the bill authorizing the 
President to mobilize the National 
Guard. It also passed the Alien 
Registration law and a bill taxing 
excess profits and liberalizing cer- 
tain laws necessary for the expan- 
sion of industry. 

Martin and McNary remain op- 
posed to the adjournment of Con- 
gress because they believe the leg- 
islators, under our system of repre- 
sentative, republican government, 
should stay on the job when there is 
business to be done. They do not 
believe in ‘“‘one man government’ 
here any more than they approve 
of it in Europe. 

For instange, the two Republican 
leaders contend that Congress should 
complete passage by the Senate of 
legislation amending the National 
Labor Relations Act, already adopt- 
ed by the House. This, they assert, 
would be a real contribution to eco- 
nomic recovery at home. The New 


Dealers, however, want to end the 
Congressional session in order to 
carry on their political campaigns. 
Their attitude is that recovery and 
national defense can wait until next 
year—and that is what they have 
been saying for seven years.

HAVE COURTS RULE ON 
LEGAL RIGHTS 


SAN FRANCISCO —Calfiornians 
prefer to have their lefal rights de- 
cided by judges rather than by 
state boards and bureaus, it was dis- 
closed yesterday in the results of 
a state-wide survey conducted by 
the State Bar, according to Secre- 
tary Claude Minard. 

Out of a total of almost 3,000 per- 
sons interviewed throughout the 
state, 82.8 per cent preferred to sub- 
mit their disputes to a court or jury 
instead of an administrative bureau, 
Minard disclosed. The specific ques- 


| tion was: “Would you prefer to have 


your legal rights decided by admin- 
istrative boards, bureaus and com- 
missions, or by the courts?” 

The survey was conducted, ac- 
cording to Minard, in connection 
with the State Bar’s efforts to pro- 
vide an adequate method for ob- 
taining judicial review of the or- 
der and decisions of statewide bu- 
reaus and boards. A proposed con- 
stitutional amendment to accomp- 
lish this purpose will appear on the 
November ballot as Proposition No. 
6, Minard pointed out. 


In reply to a second question :— 
“Should people have the right to ap- 
peal to courts from decisions of 
state boards, bureaus and commis- 
sions?”, a total of 82.7 per cent of 
those interviewed favored the right 
to appeal to the courts, the survey 
disclosed.
